H E Nottingham Galley, off, and 


from London, 120 Tons, 10 
Guns, and 14 Men, having ta- 
ken in part of her Loading in 
England, and part in Ireland, 
ſail d, on a Trading Voyage, for 
Boſton in New-England the 25th 
of September, 1710; but meet- 
ing with contrary Winds and bad 


Weather, they diſcried not the Land of New England, 
then cover'd with Snow, *till the 13th of December 
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following ; and then, in a Quarter of an Hour, loft 
fight of it again by the Fogs and hazey Weather, that 
had prevented their taking an Obſervation for 10 or 12 
Days betore ; which, with the unaccountable Currents 


| here met with, they could not, with certainty, deter- 


mine what Part of the Coaſt they had ſeen: however, 
the Wind being N. E. and the Land lying N. E. and 
S. W. they concluded it both Safe and Adviſeable to 
ſteer S. W. till 10 a Clock at Night, and then lie by 
"till the Morning, with the Head of their Veſſel off 
from. the Land. As it blew hard, accompanied with 
Rain and Snow, they carried bur little ſail; and about 
8 or 9 at Night, the Mate being {lightly indiſpoſed, 
the Maſter, upon Deck, goirg forward, faw, to hi; in- 
finice ſurprize, the Breakers teh very near them; 


and inſtantly calling out to the Stecrſman, to put the 
Helm hard a Starboard, was ſo ill obey'd in the ſudden 
Aſtoniſhment, as to have the very reverſe perform'd-; 
tho”, had it been otherwiſe, they were too near to a- 
void the impending Danger; fo the Ship ſtruck, with 
great Violence, :gainſt a Rock call'd Boone Iſtand, about 
7 Leagues Eaſtward from the Mouth of Pifcataqua 
River. The Night was ſo dark that they could diſcern 
no Land; and the Sea running very high, ſoon heav'd 
the Veſlel along {ide of the Rock, where, {till conti- 
nuing to make a free Paſlage over them, and the Ship 


© therewith exceſſively labouring, they could. no longer 


2 the Decks; and therefore the Maſter calling down 
all Hands, ſpent a few Minutes in the Cabbin in ear- 
neſtly ſupplicating Mercy; and then, exhorting one and 
all to uſe their utmoſt Efforts to cut the Maſts by the 
Board, he re- aſceaded the Deck with ſuch as had Pre- 
ſence of Mind to aſſiſt him, and cutting the weather- 
moſt Shrouds, the Fury of the Winds and Seas, with 
the violent Agitation of the Ship, ſoon broke the 
Maſts, and they fortunately fell right towards the 
Rock. = * s 

As they could only perceive ſomething black a-head, 
without being certain whether Land or Rock, the Ma- 
ſter perſwaded the Mate, and two others, all good Swim- 
mers, to quit the Wreck, and make the firſt Eſſay to 
recover Land, in Order to give Intelligence of * — 
| ace 
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Place of Landing for the reſt of the Ship's Company, 
if Providence ſhould favour their Eſcape. © 
At this Juncture, the Maſter went down into the Ca- 
bin to ſecure ſome Money and Papers that might be 
of Service, in Caſe he ſavd his Life; and having 
firſt furniſh'd himſelf with a Flint, Steel, and a little 
Gun-powder, 1 as he open d the Box, wherein tchz 
Money and Papers lay, the Ship bulging, her Stern 
ſunk into deeper Water, and with much Difficulry be 
Tegain'd the Fore-part of the Veſſel, where hearing no- 
thing from the firſt Adventurers, he concluded them 
loit ; however, being under a Neceſſity of making the 
like Attempt, he threw off his Cloaths to his Waiſt- 
coat, and without either Wig or Cap, caft himſelf, with 
all his Might, from the Wreck, ſeconding the Motion 
of the Sca towards the Rock; and lighting unexpect- 
edly on the Fore-maſt and Rigging chat lay in the We- 
ter, he mov'd gradually forward betwixt every Sea, till 
he touch d the Rock with his Foot; and yet the Maſt 
proving too ſhort, and the Rock excceding ſhppery, he 
was obliged once more to commit himſelf ro the Mer- 
cy of that Element, which heav'd him with ſuch Vio- 
lence againſt the craggy Point of the Rock, as bruiſed 
his Body, and tore his Hands miſerably ; and, upon 
the Receſs of the Wave, he was carried off again in- 
to the Sea: By this Time his Strength was near ex- 
bzuſted, and he had taken in much Water, yet preſer- 
ving the Uſe of his Reaſon, and being, upon the next 
Ele vation of the Sea, toſt upon a more eminent Part 
of the Rock, and catching hold thereof with ſuch im- 
petuos Force, as tore off the Fleſh and Nails of his 

Fingers, he prevented his being waſh'd off again, and 

crept up into a Place of Security, before the next Re- 
volution of the Sea. After a little Recovery of him- - 
{clf, and ſome Diſcharge of Salt-water ; the Maſter gave 
Aſſiſtance to the reſt of the People, who, with much 
leis Difficulty, got ſafe on Shore at a more commodious 

Place of the Rock. Aſcending a little higher, they heard 
the three Men that firſt eſcaped to Land; and by 10 
being aſſembled together, they, with joy ful Hearts, re- 
tura'd their moſt humble Thanks to Divine Providence 


— 
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for their miraculous Deliverance from ſo imminent a 


Danger. 
#9 They then ſought Shelter, to ths Leeward of the Iſ- 
land, from the Extremity of the Cold, Snow, and 


Rain, but found it a mere Rock, without a Shovel 


full of Earth, and deſtitute of the Growth of a ſin- 
gle Shrub; belides, fo ſmall and inconfiderable, as not 
ro exceed 100 Yards in length, and 50 in Breadih at 
high Water; and withal ſo craggy, as not to admit of 
their Walking to keep themſelves Warm ln this dif- 
conſolate Condition they ſpent the firſt miſerable Night. 
At Appearance of Day-light the Maſter went to the 
Place of the Wreck, propoſing to find Proviſions, either 
in the Remainder of the Ship, or in the Concavities 
of the Rock, but was amazed to fee only a few odd 
Things, with ſome Plank, Timber, and Canvas, drove 
on Shore, but nothing eatable, except a few Fragments 
of Cheeſe, beaten into uncouth Forms by the violent 
Daſhing of the Sea againſt the Rock; this, being 
carefully collected, might amount, in the whole, to 
the Quantity of three ſmall Cheeſes; and, at ſome Diſ- 
rance, lay the broken Pieces of the Maſts and Yards, 
with ſome torn Sails and Cordage, all intangled in the 
Cables, and reſtrain'd by the Anchors from being dri- 
ven away, yet kept moving wich ihe Sea, at preſent out 
of their Reach. | 
Fire becoming their next neceſſary Care, on Account 
of the Wet and Cold : They ſought to procure this 
Blefling by a Variety of Means, as Flint, Steel, and Gun- 
powder, and afterwards by a Drill of very (wift Motion. 
but all the Materials in their Pofleſſion naturally ſuſcep- 
tible of Fire, being, on this Occaſion, throughly Wa- 
ter ſoak'd, afrer 8 or 10 Days unſucceſsful Labour, 
they gave over the fruitleſs Attempt. | 
The ſecond Night they ſtow'd, one upon another, 
unger the Canvas, in the beſt Manner they could De- 
viſe to keep each other warm. And the following Day, 
the Weather clearing up, and inclining ro Froft, the 


Maſter, ſeeing the neareſt Part of the Main Land, knew 


it to be Cape Neddock ; and from thence took Oc- 
caſion of encouraging his People with Hopes of being 
diſcover d by Fiſhing Shallops, or other Veſſels occaſi- 
ATE: | onally 
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onally paſſing that Way; altho”, all the while, he was 
conſcious to himſelf, that rarely any Thing of this Kind 
happen'd at that unſeaſonable Time of the Year; how- 
ever, he thought it good Policy to put the beſt Face 
on the Matter, and take this Advantage of their Igno- 
rance and Credulity; ſince he already too plainly ob- 
ſerv'd their great Dejection, and frequent Relapſes into 
an utter Diſtruſt of Divine Providence. i 
As, after a Shipwreck, all Diſcipline and Command 
ceaſes, and all are reduc'd to a State ot Equality; fo 
the late Maſter perceiving ſome refuſing to give Aſſiſ- 
tance, eten when required in neceſſary Matters, he pur- 
poſely withdrew from the Society, under Pretence of 
collecting Materials for future Uſe, in Order to give 
them a fair Opportunity of freely electing an Head, or 
Chief Commander; but, returning one Evening, he 
was inform'd by the People, that they had inveſted 
him with the fame full Powers of iſſuing all Orders, 
and Puniſhing any in Caſe of Diſobedience, as before 
on board the Ship; and this they had enforced with the 
ſtronger Sanction, in Regard to ſome Oppolition made 
by the Mate and two others, againſt the Maſter's any 
longer enjoying the Supreme Command. And from this 
Time forward, the Maſter exercis'd ſome Authority 
but not till he bad conſulted the Body, if in any Af- 
fair of Importance. | 
It will ſcarce meet with Credit to report how much 
the Impreſſion ot their Misfortunes had impair'd their 
Memories in fo ſhort a Space of Time, ſo that t 
+ divided in Opinion concerning the Humber of Days they 
had been on that unfortunate Iſland; the Conſequence 
whereof was, they kept two Chriſtmas-days that Lear, 
and two Sundays every Week, till Providence ſent the 
Veſſel for their Relief. About the zd, or 4th Day, 
our Cook, unuſed to the Hardſhips of a Sea-faring 
Life, complain d of a violent Illneſs, which appear d 
but too viſibly in his Countenance ; he was lodg'd 
with two or three others, the moſt infirm, and died 
about Noon: T'hey placed the Corps near Low-water- 
mark, and. the flowing Tide carried it away; none ſo 
much as hinting to reſerve it for Suſtenance; tho 
ſeveral afterwards confeſs d, they had Thoughts of ap- 
8 phe ; propriating 
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propriating it to that Uſe. They as yet retaind ſume 
Senſe of Humanity, being hitherto Strangers to the ex- 
quifice Torture of exceſſive Hunger, they recieving the 
Cheeſe divided into equal Shares, about half a Pound 
2 Man each Day, as the caſting of Lots decided; ſo 
that the Maſter, who, by working very hard, when tha 

'eather permitted, exhauſted his Spirits, and renderd 
his Appetite more imporcunate, had not the leaſt Parti- 
cle more than ſuch as gave no Manner of Aſſiſtance; 
however, he reap'd one Benefit, for maintaining of 
Warmth by Action, preſerv'd -a due Circulation of 
Blood, imparting a benign Influence to his whole Syſ- 


tem; whereas a ſevere Froſt ſetting in with Extremity 


of Cold, ſo benumb'd and diſcolour'd the Hands and 
Feet of the Unattive, as render'd them, in a Manner, 
Uſeleſs and paſt ſenſe of Feeling, not without Danger 
of Mortification. And ſuch as had quitted the Wreck 
with Boots on, had Bliſters on their Legs to fuch a De- 
ree, that the Skin came off, with the Nails of their 
des: All this ftill aggravated the Maſter's Care and 
Foil, who daily dreſs'd their Ulcers, and Waſhing them 
m Urine, or — bound them up in clean Rags, 
ſupplied from two Pieces of Linnen, amongſt other 
Things, driven on Shore; and, every Evening, they all 
of them wrapp'd up their Legs in large ſwathing Bands 
of Oakum, pick d and dried tor that Purpoſe. | 
Their firſt Enterprize of Mornent, was the ereCting 
of a Tent, in a triangulir Form, about 8 or 9 Fcot 
in Diameter, cover'd with Sails and old Canvas, and 
ſtrow'd with pickd*Oakum for Bedding ; it was only 
Capacious enough to receive them all, lying down ſide- 
ways, ſo that no Man could turn himſelf without the 
general Concurrence. This occafioning ſome Diſputes, 
was referr'd to the Maſter's Appointment, who, uſually, 
onee in two Hours perform'd it, upon publick Notice 
given. On the Top of the Tent a Staff was fix'd, on 
which, as the Weather preſented, was hoiſted up a

of diſcovering themſelves to any Veſſel that accidental-

having for Tools the Blade of a Cutlaſh, made into 4 
Saw with their Knives, an Hammer, and a Caulking- 
Mallet: Some Nails they found in the Clefts of — 
Rock, and others they drew out of the Sbeathing: 
Three Planks were laid flat for the Bottom, and two 
up each Side, fix'd to ee and let into the bot- 
tom Timbers, with two ſhort Pieces at each End. and. 
one Breadth of new Holland's- Duck round the Veſlcl, 
to keep out the Spry of the Sea; they caulk d her with. 
Oakum, drawn from old Junk; and ſecur d the Seames 
wich Canvas, Pump-leather, and Sheet-Mad, as far as the 
Extent of their ſmall Stock would allow; a ſhort Maſt 
was fix d, with a ſquare Sail; ſeven Paddles provid- 
ed for Rowing, and an eight, longer than ordinary, 
for Steering: All this was accompliſh'd whilſt their 
Carpenter, thro' a violent Indiſpoſition, was utter- 
ly incapacitated from giving his neceſſary Aſſiſtance, al- 
moſt his Advice; and the Reſt ſo enfeebled and diſpi- 
rited, that only the Maſter, and two more, could en- 
gage in diſpatching the Work ; and the Rigour of the 
Seaſon was ſo extreme, that they could rarely attend it 
* four Hours in à Day, and ſometimes do nothing 
at al. , | | | 
They had now been upwards of a Week without 
any kind of Suſtenance, except the. Cheeſe abovemen- 
tion'd, and the Bones of three Pieces of Beef, render'd 
eatable by Pounding on the Rock, whoſe Fleſh the 
Fiſh and Salt-water had almoſt intirely conſum'd; when, 
at ſeveral Leagues diftance, they ſaw three Boats under 
fail, to their great Rejoicing in Hopes of Deliverance; 
All crept out of the Tent, and hollowd as loud as 
ſſible, making every imaginable Signal, but all in vain, 
or they neither heard, or diſcover'd them. Notwith- 
ſtanding, from hence. they drew, Matter of Enccurage- 
ment; inferring, that as the Wind was N.E. at the Time. 
they were caſt away, fo Part of the Wreck being dri- 
ven on the. oppoſite Shore, might diſcover their Diſ- 
treſs, and induce. theſe Veſſels from the S. W. to come 
out in queſt of them, which they e to 


do, as oſt as fair Weather preſented. earneſt De- 


ſue of Deliveranc gull'd them into à Belief of this a. 
geable Deluſion; e RHO diſcover d its Fo 
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lacy, yet it ſerv'd, for a while, to amuſe a Deſpair, that 
vaſtly aggravated their lamentable Condition” 
When they had almoſt finiſh'd their Boat, one Day, 
at lowẽ Water, they found the Carpenter's Ax caſt up- 
on the Rock by the Sea, and with it completed the 
Work. It was then conſulted, who ſhould adventure 
in her to get on Shore. The Maſter, offering to be 
one, Was univerſally.approv'd of; as being, thro' Health 
and Strength, beſt able to go through all Ex:remities ; 
the Mate, the Maſter's Brother, and four others agreed 
to accompany him; and then recommending the En- 
terprize to the Guidance of Divine Providence, al that 
were capable, aſſiſting with their joint Endeavours, 
haul'd their ill made patch'd up Boat, with infinite Dif- 
ficulty, to the Water-ſide: This was on, or about, the 
21ſt of December, being a fine Day, and the Water 
fmoother than uſual, yet the Surf running high, bblig'd 
them to wade very deep to launch her, and as ſoon as 
the Maſter and one more were got in, the Swell of 
the Sea, in ſpight of all their Reſiſtance, heav'd the 
Boat along Shore, and overſct her. upon them, where- 
by ſhe was ſtav'd to pieces, and they narrowly eſcap'd 
Drowning; with her were alfo loſt both Ax and Ham- 
mer, Inſtruments that might have been of ſingular Uſe 
to aſſiſt them in their laſt Expedient of Bui ding a Raft. 
This Diſappointment immenſely heighten d their Afflicti- 
ons, by intirely ruining all future Proſpect and Projects 
of Deliverance; and yet that very Aſternoon, they had 
ſignal Reaſon to adore the Infinite Goodneſs of God, 
graciouſly ordaining this Event for their Safety; for the 
Wind ſpringing up, blew a Storm, and had they been 
at Sea in that paltry Reſemblance of a Boat, they muſt, 
humanly ſpeaking, hive unavoidably gone to the Bot- 
tom, 'whilit thoſe left behind, through Inability to pro- 
vide for themnſelve, would have run an exueme Riſque 
of ſharing in a yet more deplorable Fate. 8 
And now again return'd with redoubled Impetuoſity; 
all the Fears and Deſpair that had been a while ſuſpend- 
ed, during the mighty Expectations they had form'd from 
their Boat; and, in Truth, they were reduced to the 
moſt melancholick and miſerable Citcumſtances. No 
Fue, and the Weather extteme Cold; their W 
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Feet frozen to a Degree of Mortification; ſeveral with 
large deep Ulcers, very offenfive:to the Smell, vi bout 
any Plaiſter, fave a Linnen- rag to wrap them in. The 
ſmall Stock of Cheeſe ſpent, and nothing left to ſupport 
their periſhing Bod es, except Keip. a Rockweed grow- 
ing unger Water, and Muſcles ſo difficult to get, as 
19 not to allow, at maſt. above three: a Day for each 
| Man; in the mean Time, it became the Maſter's una- 
voidable Province, to cleanſe and dreſs their Wounds, 
and procure theſe, ſorry Viands for their Suſtenance; 
ſcarce a Man beſides being in a Condition ſo much as 
to help himſelf ; and, to all this, add bur a too well 
grourided Apprehenſion of inevitably Periſhing in the 
next Spi ing- tide, if accompanied with high Winds, the 
Sea, at ſuch a Cris, overflowing the Rock. This was 
their State, pinch'd with Cold and Hunger, - Groaning 
under the Extremity of Weakneſs and Pain, with Tor- 
ture and Horror of Conſcience; under a Foreſight of a 
certain, Painful, but dubious, whe:her ſudden, or lin- 
gering, Death, without any, even, remote View of De- 
liverance ; 2 that the — themſelves, at any Di- 
ſtance of Time, cannot poſſibly revive in theit Minds inc 
an adequate Idea of this . n e ee eee ee 
As it pleaſed God to indulge the Maſter in a greater 
Share of Health and Strength of Body, and likewiſe a 
proportionate Vigour of Mind; ſo he continually endea- 
vaur'd to inſtill into the Hearts of the diſpirited Pec- 
ple a Reliance on that Almighty Being, who is nor 
confin'd to particular Means, nor always acts accord- 
ing to Human Probabi ities. At the Time of quitting 
the Wreck, nothing but immediate Death was in View; 
but after their eſcape to the Rock, he grew more San- 
guine, and ſcarce ever was without a ſecret Perſwaſi- 
on of Deliverance. This buoy'd up his Spirits, and 
enabled him, amidſt ſo many Diſcourage ments, to pro- 
vide Rockweed and Muſcles, to attend the Sick and 
Diſeaſed; and, in many laborious Inſtanees, pur ſue the 
Good ot evay Individual But his frequent Exhor- 
rations to wait With Patience the appointed Time oft 
Divine Salvation avail'd nothing, ſince he could not 
poſſibly aſſign any particular Medium of Reſcue, that 
probably might take Place in ſo ſhort a Space of Time, 
2 as 
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* den bad a Proſpect of continuing their Lives in their 
pre Indigence of all Thipgs; and, indeed, when 
"Reaſon only preſided, he was oblig'd to give up the 
Point in Diſpute, and pronounc'd them e ar: "the 
© higheſt degree of * Calamity. © © 

In this Conflict of Afflictions, as a dabrning of Hope 
"to. alleviate” their Diſtreſs, it pleaſed God that the Mate 
ſhould ſtrike down a Sea-gull, Which he brought with 
| TY and the Maſter equally dividing; though raw, "I 
ſcarce every Man a Mouthful, yet was gladly receiv 
and eaten with great Thankfulneſs. 

And now. as the laſt Reſource of Hope, they be- 

gan” to reſolve upon compoling a'Raft, capable of bear- 
ing two Men; a Project all along mightily urged by a 
© Swvede, a ſtout, brave Fellow, that had unhappily loſt 
the Uſe of both his Feet by the Froſt fince he came 
upon the Rock; and here again open'd 'a new Scene 
-of Labour and Difficulty, to build this without Tools, 
and, almoſt, without Hands; however, at length, after 
abundance of Toil in clearing the Fore-yard from Junk, 
they ſplit it in the midſt, and conſtituting the two Parts 
for Side- pieces, twelve Foot long, interfix d Spars, co- 
verd with the lighteſt Plank, four Foot broad, firſt Spi- 
king, and then Seizing them firm; a ſhort Maſt was 
alſo fix d, with à Sail made of two Hammocks driven 
on Shore, a Paddle was likewiſe provided for each Man, 
and a fpare one made faſt to the Raft in Caſe of Ne- 
cCeſſit 15 During the 5 or 6 Day's Time, wherein this 
1 was completing, the Sueae frequently importun'd 
q bel Maſter to accompany him in the Attempt; yer 
giving him to underſtand, that if he refus'd, another 
Was ready to embrace the Offer. The Maſter, delibe- 
rarely weighing the Difficulties of the Adventure, judg'd 
them, ra. ionally ſpeaking,  unſurmountable z conlidering, 
that Perfons already fo much reduc'd, tnuſt, in fo ſevere . 
à Seaſon, ſet up io the Waiſt in Water 10 or 12 Hours 
at leaſt, with the utmoſt Favour” of Wind, Tide and 
"Weather, and therefore reſoly'd to decline it; but, out 
1 of Prudence, conceabd his Reaſons and Reſolations,

+ earneſt Prayers committing them and their Deli ro the 
Divine Bleſſings, afterwards they launch'd the Raft, and 
both of them being placed upon it, the Swell of _ the 
Sea going high. maugre all their Endeavours, | overſet 
the Raft, as heretofore the Boat, and away went the

ſoon recover'd the Shore, and little regarded it; but the

Eſſay. The Maſter then deſir d the Swede. to aſſiſt in 
getting the Raft out of the Water, in Order to wait a 
more favourable Opportunity; but the Swede, perſiſting 
in his Reſolution, tho? unable to ſtand upon his Feet, 
and, as he was kneeling on the Rock, caught hold 
on the Maſter's Hand, and, with much . Vehemen- 
cy. beſceching him to accompany him, ſaid, I am ſure 
1 muſt. die; however, I have great Hopes of being the 
Means of preſerving your Life, and the reſt of the Peo- 
piles; if you will not go with me, I beg your, Aſfiſt- 
ance to turn the Raft, and help me, upon it, ſor I. am 
reſolutely bent to venture, even, tho by myſelf A. 
- The Maſter, us d farther Diſſuaſiyęs, repreſenting, the Im- 
. poſſibility of reaching the. ma Land in Lee 
Time they might have done before they Wers, dis- 
arm'd of their Maſt and Sail; but the Swede remain'd 
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inflexible, affirming, wich Imprecation, I had rather pe- 
riſh in the Sea, than continue one Day more in this 
miſerable Condition. BY this Time another, animated 
by his Example, offering to go with him, the Maſter 
conſented, and giving. them ſome Money, that acci- 
dentally was in his Pocket, fix'd them on the Raft, and 
help'd to launch them off from the Rock, committing 
them to the Mercy of the Seas, under the Care'of Di- 
vine Providence. Their laſt Words at patting were 
very Moving, and deliver'd in a Pathe ic Accent: Pray 
Sir oblige al the People to join in Prayers for us as 
long as you can ſee us. All to a Min crept out of 
the Tent. at this doleful Separation, and perform'd their 
Requeſt with much Devotion. About Sun-ſet they 
judg'd them half Way to Land, and hop'd they might 
ain the Shore by two in the Morning; but in the 
ight the Wind blew very hard, and two Days after 
the Raft was found on Shore, about a Mile diſtant from 
the other Man, having his Paddle ſtill faſt ro his Wriſt, 
bur ſo much worn, as ſhew'd he had labour'd hard, but 
the bold Swede was never ſeen more. h | 
The Maſter had appointed theſe Adventurers to pro- 
cure a Fire to be made in the Woods, on a certain 
Hill, within Ken of this deſolate Iſland, as a Signal of 
their getting alive on Shore, and the other expeditious 
Reliet, and two Days after a Smoke ariſing from that 
Quarter, and daily continuing, tho upon a diffrent Oc- 
cation, was yet, with Reaſon, interpreted by them ag a 
Token of ſpeedy Dcliverance. This Fluſh of Hope, 
under God, ſubſerv'd for a Time to ſupport them, 
accounting for the Delay by the Difficulty of procur- 
ing a Veſſel, and the Freezing up of the Rivers, com- 
mon in ſuch an Inclemency of this Seaſon of the Year; 
bur, at laſt, Famine, deaf to all Remonſtrances, began 
a new to excite Impatience. 
The Spring Tide, fo juſtly dreaded, was now, God 
be thanked, ſafely over; however, one Inconvenience 
follow'd ; the Waters, not falling ſo low as before, de- 
priv'd em, in a good Meaſure, of the Advantage of taking 
| Muſcles, a principal Branch of cheir daily Aliment. This 
irkſome Employment, others refuſing, fell to the Maſter's 
Lot, who ran a great Hazard of loſing both Hands and 
k Arms 
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Arms by ſo frequently expoſing them in the cold Wa- 
ter, altho',, when taken, his Stomach rejected them, as 
offenfive throꝰ exceſſive Coldneſs, preferring Rockweed, 
much eaſiet Digeſtion, yer, either the Quality of the 
Herb, or the Effects of Hunger, render'd ghe Eaters 
very Coftive. At their firſt Arrival they ſaw, and even 
ſtumbled upon, ſeveral Seals on the Rock ; the Maſter 
thence inferting, it was their nightly Harbour, took fre- 
quent Walks at Midnight in View of intercepting them, 
but they had intirely torſaken the Iſland. Multitudes ot 
Sea-Fo vl alſo appear d, but obſerving Men daily there, 
refus d to lodge on the Rock . 1 
Their Neccſſities, in Regard to freſh Water, were 
indifferently well ſupplied all the Time by Rain, and 
melted Snow, lodging in the Concavities of the high- 
elt Part of the Rock, though the Taſte was ſomething 
brackiſh by the Spry of the Sea, at Spring-tides, break-. 
ing over it, tho' God, of his infinite Mercy, by re- 
. ſtraining the high Winds, prevented a total Inundation. 
During the Froſt they preferr'd the eating of Ice, which 
is freſh, though congeal'd from Salr-water ; this the 
Maſter brought in great Lumps to the Side of the 
Tent, and every Man took what he pleaſed. They. 
drank their Water out of a Powder-horn, and applied 
another to the Uſe of the diſeaſed in the Tent. | 


At this Time the Maſter ſet the Infi:m, and other- 


wiſe uſelels Hands, to open Junk, and with the Rope 
Yarn, drawn from thence, thatch'd the Tent, according. 
to the beſt of his Skill in that Science; this ſerv'd to 
turn off 2 or 3 Hours Rain, and skreen them from 
the Aſperities of the cold cutting Winds. Of this Oakum 
likewiſe the Maſter made Swathing Bands, in which 
he ſwath'd up himſelf at Night, when he chrew off 
his wet Cloaths, and obliging his Buy, ſwathd in the 
ſame Manner, to lie upon him; this Device contribu- 
ted much to the Conſervation of bis Health  _ 
About the latter End of December, the Carpenter, a 
fat Man, naturally of a dull, heavy, phlegmatic Con- 
ſtitution, and aged about 47; always very Bt from his 


firſt coming on Shore, and had fince loſt the Ule of his 


Feet, now, in particular, complain'd of an exceflive 
Pain in his Back, and ftiffnefs in his Neck; and, more- 
| Over, 
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over, was almoſt ſuffocated with an Inundation of Phlegm · 
He foon grew Speechleſs, tho' retaining his Senſes,” and 
drawing near to his End, in all Apprehenſion, they 
pray d over him; and in all Things, to the Beſt of 
their Power, were ſerviceable to him in his laſt Mo- 
ments. Dying that Night, his Body remain'd in the 
Tent till the Morning, when the Maſter, as uſual, go - 
ing out in queſt of — order d the People to 
remove the Corps to ſome diſtance. Finding Part ot 
a green Hide, faſten d to a Piece of the Main yard, 
newly thrown up by the Sea ; he firſt endeavour'd to 
eat it, but his Teeth made no Impreſſion ; at Noon 
returning, the Men importuned bim to bring it into 
the Tent, and mincing it ſmall, it was ſoon ſwallow'd 
down with a voracious Appetite. The Maſter, then 
obſerving the Carcaſs not carried off, began to expoſtu- 
late warmly, demanding. the Reaſon of their Diſobedi- 
ence: They excus'd themſelves on the Score of Inabi- 
 liry; he, imputing this to their Want of Spirit and Re- 
ſolution, already the Cauſe of much Chagrin and Fa- 
tigue to him, and Miſchief to themſelves; he gave 
them a Rope, bidding them make it Faſt to the Corps, 
and his Spirits being ſtill in a Ferment, he eſſay d ro 
draw it out himfelfs but was ſoon convinc'd of the De- 
cay of his Strength, by not being able to ſtir it: A- 
nother however aſſiſting, the dead Body, at length, was 
haul'd a few Paces from the Tent. The Maſter, after- 
wards, returning into the Tent, with his Powers ener- 
vated by this violent Exertion of himſelf, and his Mind 
oppreſſed with the moſt acute Senſe of the various Mi- 
ſeries they were involv'd in, occaſionally reinforced by 
the. preſent melancholic Inſtance, was ready to expire 
with Faintneſs and - Anguiſh ; and placing himſelf ſo as 
to receive ſome Refreſhment by Sleep, he obſerv'd an 
unuſual Air of Intentneſs in the Countenances of all 
the People, when, after ſome Pauſe, Mr. Whitworth, 
ayoung Gentleman, his Mother's darling Son, delicately 
educated, amidſt fo great an Affluence, as to deſpiſe com- 
mon Food, as he then, with Remorſe of Conſcience, ac- 
knowledg'd, began, in the Name of the Aſſembly, to 
court the Maſter's Concurrence in converting the Hu- 
mane Carcaſe into the Matter of their Nouriſhment ;

alſq, they were unprovided of à proper Boat to carry 
them off, he earneſtly requeſted them to furniſh him 
with Fire, if they could not poſſibly accompliſh their 
immediate. Deliverance. Hoiſting out a ſmall Canoe, 
one Man came off, and gaining the Rock with abun- 
dance of Difficulty, the Maſter aſſiſted ro haul the Boar 
on Shore, and perceiving no Eatables therein, enquir'd 
of, the Man, If he could help him to Fire? He reply'd 
in the Affirmative, after ſore Heſitation, occaſion'd by 
his Aſtoniſhment at the Maſter's thin and meagre Aſpect. 
Several other Queſtions being alternately reſolv'd, as, 
What Day of the Week it was? ec. and, in particular, 
a Relation made of the Manner of finding the Raft and 
dead Corps, which mov d the Government to ſend them 
out on the preſent Deſign; as they were paſſing on towards 
the Tent, the Man caſting his Eyes on the Remains of the 
Fleſh, expo, d to the Froſt on the Summit of the Rock, 
expreſs d his Satisfaction at their not being deſtitute of 
Proviſions; and the Maſter acquieſed in the Juſtice of his 
Sen: iments, without unravelling the Myſtery. Arriving at 
the Tent, he was perfectly aff ighted at the ghaſtly Fi- 
gure of ſo. many diſmal Objects, with long Beards, no- 

thing but Skin and Bone; wild ſtaring Eyes, and Coun- 
tenances, fierce, bat barous, unwaſh'd, and infected with 
Humane Gore. . After kindling a Fire, with much La- 
bour, the Maſter accompany'd the Man to his Boat, 
intending to go on Board with him, and afterwards ſend

by fruſtrating the preſent Appearance, effeQually ſecur'd 
the Accompliſhment of their Preſervation, for the Wind 
coming about to S. E. blew very hard, and the Night 
proving exceeding Dark, the Veſſel was ſtranded in re- 
turning, and the Men, with much Hazard, eſcaped to 
the Main Land; but had theſe helpleſs Wretches- been 
there, they muſt have periſh'd in all probability. Im- 
mediately upon their Landing, an Expreſs was ſent to 
Portſmouth, on Piſcataqua River, and the good People 
there laid hold on the firſt fair Weather to haſten to 
their Relief. In the mean Time, tho they had Reaſon 
to believe their Condition known, and therefore to ex- 
pet a ſpeedy Aſſiſtance; yet their Fleſh being near 
ſpent, the next Day proving Stormy, and the Uncertain- 
ry of ſuch bad Weather's Continuance, all ferv'd to re- 
vive their Griefs, and exerciſe their Patience; however, 
the Miſery of their Circumſtances was much alleviated 
by the Advantage of Fire to keep them warm, and broil

And now when they came to low an Ebb in the Ar- 
ricle of Proviſions, that the whole Remainder of the Fleſh 
was allotted for the next Repaſt; as it pleas d God, the 
Wind abated in the Night of the 3d of January, and early 
on the 4th in the Morning, whilſt at their Devotions, 
they were agreeably ſurpriz.'d at the Report of a Muſquet, 
and looking out, ſaw a Shallop near the Rock. They 
came to an Anchor, and having a good Canoe, the Ma- 
ſter's much eſteemed Friends, William Long of Old- Eng- 


land, and Jerbro Furber of New-England, boch Maſters 


of Ships, with three others, ſoon came on Shore, the 
Maſter ſtanding at the Waterſide to receive and welcome 
them to that deſolate Iſland. After firſt Salutations paſt, 
and learning the ſummaty State of their Caſe, having 
lool d about as far as Curioſity prompted, they firſt took 


te Maſter on board of the Shallop, and then, being very 


brisk, ſtrong Men, brought the reſt, two or three at a 
time, moſt of them on their Backs, from the Tent to the 
Canoes tho none of them were free from Vermin ; and 
im two Hours time they were all on board to their Wor- 

thy Friends Satisfaction, and their own inexpreſlible Joy-.

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The firſt Suſtenance they received, was a bit of Bread

Shallop, and this was excdlently accommodated to their 
Condition, and prov'd of ſingular Benefit; tor che Wind 
being contrary, and blowing a Gale, they were obliged

By eight a-Clock 
they landed, and the Maſter being ſhew'd the Houle,

- Maſter's Boy ſuffer d the Loſs of a Foot. At the firſt 
Publication of this Narrative, the Maſter, the Mate, 
and Mr. Whitworth, were all in Ezgland ; but, in a 
Courſe of fifteen Years ſince, the Maſter alone ſurvives 
of all that he · particularly knew. 

And now, after ſuch an Interval of Time, to do Juſtice 
to the Names and Memories of thoſe beneficent Gen- 
tlemen, whoſe admir'd Humanity on this Occaſion, de- 
ſerves Applauſe and Imitation throughout ſucceeding Ages; 
and in order to perpetuate the Remembrance of the Gra- 
cious Pr ings of Divine Providence in its admirable 
Conduct towards them, the Maſter is making a Proviſion 
to havethe Annual Commemoration of .their Wonderful 
Deliverance celebrated in New-England, as neareſt ad- 
joining to the Principal Scene of Action; and that in ſuch 

a Manner, as may, with the Divine Bleſſing, prove of 
Service to reclaim ſome of the unthinking Part of his
